MANUAL TRAINING 

Mr. Powell says: The value of eye 
and hand training is the symmet- 
rical developement of body and 
mind and is the preparation of the

The question is no longer, ‘Shall 
manual training have place?” Bat 
rather, “Of wiaat shall it consist ?” 
It is conceded that if we could see 
the graduates of our school seek 
other employments than as clerks, 
book-keepers and teachers, they 
muet be directed in their lives vy 
thought and have opportunity to 
practice the elements of other ac- 


tivites. It is conceded that the 


lostopportunity afforded the youth 
is frontier rural life, incident to the 
settlement of the country and the 
massing if population in great cen- 
ters, and tothe general application 
of machinery to labor, must be 
compensated by opportunity and 
training in the schools, 


DRAWING &C, AS A MEANS OF MANU- 
AL TRAINING, 

During the past year something 
has been done to increese the 
manual training already begun in 
the primary schcols. ‘The direcor 
of drawing has explained this in 
part in the report to which your 
attention has been called. It is 
desirable that but little time be 
given to drawing from flats—the 
imitation of what some other per- 
son has tried to do—and that 
systematic courses: of clay-model- 
ing, stick-laying and paper folding, | 
cutting ond pasting, be given the 
pupils of the 1st, 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
grades, and that the werk in 
drawing be confined, with proper 
estimutes to the representation of 
forms made by the pupils, and of 
corresponding forms which the 
pupils, because uf their training 
in making, may be lead properly 
tosee.

White ser- 
vants bow before him, the farm 
hands are seen through the window 
driving the heavily laden wagons 
to the garners, the white footman 
is helping the colored man’s wife 
from a barouche at the door, and 
his daughter is extracting sweet 
music from a grand upright piano. 
It is by such wiles as these that

land of the cotton and the cane 
where plenty of homely fare fills 
his table to die on the blizzard- 
‘stricken prairies in order that a 
political end may be served or that 
some heartless transportation agent 
may profit by his hard earnings.

Offered at the meeting of the 
School Board Feb., 14th ’s8. 

WHEREAS, industrial educa- 
tion, for the masses has become 
a feature of recognized impor 
tance to the cause of public in- 
struction, and 

W HERRAS, from the limited ap 
propriations of Congress for the 
maintenance of this branch of 
education within the District of 
Columbia, it is found that sev- 
eral industrial schuols, as they 
now exist, meet with but very 
weak financial support, and 

WuHEREAs, this board finds it 
very difficult, at times, to rent, for 
industrial school purposes, suita- 
ble bui:dings in desirable locali- 
ties, aud 

WHEREAS, it is believed that 
much more efficient work,in this 
branch of our education, can be 
accomplished by concentrating all 
Our means and strengthin one 
large school of industry, where 
the various trades may be taught, 
with system by experienced teach- 
evs; therefore 

Resolved, That the board rece. 
comend to the Hon. Commissivun- 
ers that they establish, within the 
District of Columbia, a Central 
Industrial School, where 
branches of industry may be 
taught, with system, and in regu- 
lar graded cources to all pupils, 
without regard to color, when 
fuui.d competent to enter, as de- 
termined by rules to be establish 
ed by the Board; provided that 
all pupils above the 8th grade 
shall be allowed to enter said 
school, azd after completing the 
present course of instruction, 
shall receive certificate of gradu- 
ation’ as an evidence of their fit- 
ness to practice their special 
branches of industry; 

Resolved, Thet the Hon. Com- 
missioners be asked to rezcommend 
to Congres3 an appropriation for 
the erection of a building of spec- 
ial construction for the work of 
industrial education within the 
D.strict of Columbia. |
